So long ms the Young reparations 
plan is operative the b ank shall not 
only “ob serve provisions of the plan 
administration of operations of 
he b ank” hut also will “conduct 
ts affairs with a view to facilitating 
execution of the plan.” 
During the Young plan’s opera- 
ion the b ank is vested with the 
unction of receiving and distrib ut- 
ng the German reparations and su­ 
pervising and assisting in commerc- 
alizatlon and mob ilization of cer- 
aln parts of the German annuities. 
These statements of the purposes 
and functions of the new b ank are 
contained in the first chapter of 
the b ank statutes, which as pub lish­ 
ed contain sixty articles and seven 
chapters, the first chapter in addi- 
ion fixing Basel as seat of the 
nstitution.

Not long ago the nation was stirred by 
the drift of population away from farms 
and rural areas into the great cities, 
l&ung men, attracted by the high wages 
I®id by industry and what appeared to 
be the superior social and economic ad­ 
v antages of urban life deserted the soil 
fSi* the city . 
m 
Zln the past quarter century rural Amer- 
i o has made tremendous progress. 
Bet- 
ier schools, good roads, the automobile, 
tSephone and radio hav e created a rural 
cfy ilization greater than any in historj^ 
^Industrialists, attracted by such factors 
aj lack of labor difficulties, low tax es 
agd uncongested, 
pleasant 
liv ing 
and 
v ferking conditions, 
were 
barred from 
efitry into the small town only because 
of lack of power. 
Then rural electrification on a large 
scale was inaugurated. 
And now, ac­ 
cording to authorities, the smaller towns 
are on the road to industrial adv ance­ 
ment and the country side is staged for 
the nex t scene of our industrial progress. 
At present the only pronounced gain in 
industrial wage earners is taking place in 
the countr>\ 
It is safe to say that many towns which 
are almost unknown today will be the 
great industrial centers of the future. The 
industrial rev olution of the eighteenth 
century apparently doomed rural prog­ 
ress— now the electric rev olution of the 
twentieth is rev ersing the process.

Spain^s dictator, Primo de Riv era, is a 
man of many promises, but he is also an 
inv eterate 
procrastinator. 
In 
postpon­ 
ing discussion of the 
new 
constitution 
from this month to J anuary , the auto­ 
crat is play ing true to his particular form. 
Though the new basic law holds out little 
prospect of liberalizing the Spanish gov ­ 
ernment, liberalization of any kind is 
apparently a far way off. 
The reason for this v iew is the state­ 
ment of the dictator that he will continue 
in office indefinitely . 
This is the ex ­ 
treme of procrastination. On former oc­ 
casions he has said he would relinquish 
his hold in 19 32. 
He has indicated that 
he was tired of the job and wanted to 
return to priv ate life, and he might quit 
earlier. 
Ev ery time he alluded to the 
matter, howev er, he put off the day of 
Spain’s release. 
Each time he would de­ 
clare the country was not ready to return 
to parliamentarism. 


The proposed new constitution is a 
trav esty on parliamentary gov ernment. It 
env isages a national assembly , a kind of 
Fascist body , made up of representativ es 
of the trades and professions, together 
with hand-picked deputies appointed by 
the dictator. 
Like the present parlia­ 
ment, the body could not pass legislation; 
it could only debate public questions. 
It 
is euphemistically termed an adv isory as­ 
sembly . 


When first outlined it drew the fire of 
the socialists, the only one of the old 
parties that has supported Riv era. It was 
denounced as a sham and offering only 
By zantine despotism. 
Because of this opposition, no doubt, 
Riv era has posiponea discussion of the 
change. 
Ouierwise it mignt be put into 
eiieci without weakening the hold of the 
military autocrat, and since he has made 
the dictatorship a iiietime job the nation­ 
al assembly as at present constituted af­ 
fords as little representativ e gov ernment 
as Its proposed suostitute would.
